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Presidents; and

WHEREAS, Ronald E. Powell has dedicated his career to the
rights of union members and workers throughout Illinois and
Northwest Indiana and, under his steadfast leadership, has

helped countless workers find their voice on the job; and

WHEREAS, Ronald E. Powell also served his community as a
Village of Mundelein Trustee and, through his philanthropic
endeavors, has raised hundreds of thousands for dollars for the
Better Boys Foundation, the United Way, and the Leukemia and
